The Arab League said tonight | 
it had accepted conditionally an 
appeal for the demilitarization of 
areas containing Jerusalem's holy | 
places and Haifa’s oil refinery and | 
pipeline industry. 

The league announced obndl- | 
tional acceptance in making pub- 
lic its rejection of an extension of 
the United Nations truce. 


CAIRO, July 
Folke Bernadotte, Nations 
mediator, announced that 
the Jews had agreed to his pro- 
posal for an extension the 
Palestine truce but that the Arabs 
had rejected it. 

Several hours before Bernadotte 
made public the Jewish and Arab 
replies, the Israel high command 
announced that Egyptian forces 
had “opened an offensive” south 
of Tel Aviv in the waning hours 
of the 28&day truce. The cease-fire | 
was scheduled to end at 6 a.m.) 
Greenwich mean time (1 a.m. St. 
Louis time) tomorrow.

The Jewish high command said 
the Egyptians already were throw- 
ing air, artillery and armored car 
attacks at Beer Tuvia, 23 miles’ 
south of the Jewish capital.

Today, there were unconfirmed 
reports that Soviet Marshal Vas- 
sily D. Sokolovsky had gone to 
Moscow for consultations, presum- 
ably regarding an answer to the 
Western Allies’ protest over 
Russian blockade. 


There were new indications the 
Russian blockade pinching 
both wavs. The United States 
military Government made public 
acomplaint from Sokolovsky 
against the halting of deliveries 
from the British-American occu- 
pation zones to the Russian zone. 
The deliveries were stopped after 
the Russians began their squeeze 
in Berlin. 


In a letter dated July 3, Sokolov- 
sky charged that the American 
and British action had “grossly 
Violated” inter-zonal trade agree- 
ments.

Before the G.O.P. convention recedes 
from memory, let me tell a classic inci- 
dent, Only once in a blue moon does a 
state delegation at a national convention 
have the chance to hit the headlines in 
every newspaper and get the credit for 
naming the President.

On the second ballot at Philadelphia, 
atmospheric conditions were just right 
for such high drama. Dewey needed 
only a handful of votes. When the roll 
call reached Missouri and the announce- 
ment was made that “Missouri passes,” 
radio listeners were sensing that Mis- 
souri was taking this means for voting 
last so that her delegates’ vote could 
decide the racé. It seemed some guid- 
ing hands in the Missouri delegation 
were using keen. intelligence. 

When Missouri’s vote was announced, 
however, Dewey had gained only one. 
This brought Dewey’s total to 415, or 
just 33 short of the nomination. It was 
already known that Gov. Baldwin was 
switching the votes of Connecticut from 
himself to Dewey and Missouri delegates 
had enough votes to complete the job. 
It was the golden opportunity, the 
psychological moment, the great chance 
And Missouri flopped. 


And here is the inside as it is told by 
the returning pilgrims: 

Paper ballots were collected in ad- 
vance of the second roll call and some- 
body misplaced the ballots before they 
were counted. Hurriedly more slips of 
paper were distributed and then col- 
lected, and when they were counted, 
they appeared to be eight votes short 
of Missouri's total.

that its ballots had been mislaid and 
had to start writing new ones, Mayor 
Kaufmann, one of the Dewey leaders 
had gone to the powder room. Senator 
Kem, chairman of the delegation, said 
they need not wait for him as everyone 
knew how he would vote. Senator Don- 
nell arose indignantly and announced 
there was no presumption whatever that 
a man would continue voting as he had 
been voting and he protested any such 
procedure. Just about that time, the 
Mayor came back and all was well.

Mr. Truman’s Lowest Ebb 


The revolt against Harry Truman by leaders 
of his own party is without precedent in-modern 
political history; it would be necessary to go 
back to the administration of President Arthur 
to find anything comparable to it. 

In the plainest of terms, party leaders of all 
types are not only saying in almost so many 
words that Truman cannot win in November; 
they are also saying in effect that they do not 
regard him as competent for the White House. 

The movement to draft Gen. Eisenhower was 
a desperate last-minute attempt to save the party 
from severe defeat. Truman, plucky and stub- 
born, succeeded in getting the General to issue 
a statement declining the nomination. 

But the revolt is so strong and so determined 
that it nevertheless continues and, as the con- 
vention nears, it is by no means certain that the 
President will win the nomination. Considering 
the great prestige of the office, this seems almost 
incredible; ordinarily, the nomination would be 
taken for granted. 

Mr. Truman has apparently removed his most 
dangerous opponent. But the Democrats have 
often proved themselves an unpredictable breed. 
What if they should stampede to Eisenhower and 
actually nominate him? Could he then, in spite 
of his statements, refuse? Would it not then be 
a matter of patriotism for him to accept? 

If not to Eisenhower, the Democrats might 
stampede to Justice Douglas or some other can- 
didate. Because of the number of delegates 
pledged to Truman, that is less likely, but it is 
not beyond the bounds of possibility. 

There are some very unpleasant aspects about 
the revolt against Truman; the motives of many 
of the revolutionaries are suspect. The South- 
ern reactionaries are against him because his 
civil rights program threatens white supremacy. 
Yet there are other Southerners such as Sena- 
tors Hill and Sparkman of Alabama and Pepper 
of Florida, who are openly opposed to Truman. 

Boss Frank Hague is an odious figure in Amer- 
ican political life and Boss Ed Crump, while of 
a somewhat different stripe, is no one the Amer- 
ican people should follow into battle. But Mayor 
O'Dwyer of New York and Boss Arvey of Chi- 
cago, political leaders of a higher type, have also 
supported the movement to draft Eisenhower. 

Of course, the city bosses are forever con- 
cerned with patronage; with them politics is a 
business and often a sordid one. Nevertheless 
these men are astute students of the people’s 
minds. They would not so flatly denounce the 
leader of their own party if they were not per- 
suaded that they commanded popular support. 

Democratic leaders of the North have another 
concern—an entirely proper one. It is to pre- 
vent excellent candidates from defeat as a result 
of an anti-Truman landslide. In Illinois, for 
example, progressive Paul H. Douglas is running 
for the Senate seat now held by the reactionary 
Wayland Brooks. Douglas, incidentally, joined 
the draft-Eisenhower movement. For the gov- 
ernorship, Adlai E. Stevenson, an outstanding 
candidate, is running against Gov. Green, the 
discredited office boy of Col. McCormick. It 
would be unfortunate if Truman should carry 
such men to defeat. | 

The most significant and impressive impact of 
the anti-Truman revolt comes from old Roose- 
velt New Dealers—men like Leon Henderson, 
Chester Bowles, Paul Porter, Wilson Wyatt and 
the Roosevelt sons themselves. These and oth- 
er persons who are members of Americans for 
Democratic Action (an organization set up to 
perpetuate the Roosevelt ideals) have nothing in 
common with Southern Bourbons or city bosses. 

Yet the ADA is one of the leaders in the fight 
to.induce Mr. Truman to step aside or, failing 
that, to defeat him on the convention floor. 

Despite the fact that Mr. Truman vetoed the 
Taft-Hartley law, thus supposedly insuring him- 
self labor support in the campaign, it was re- 
ported last March that President Phil Murray 
of the CIO would repudiate Truman. 

Never was a President’s prestige lower in his 
own party, and the fact that the opposition to 

1im has been so openly expressed makes it vir- 
tually certain that, if nominated, he will be a 
badly beaten candidate in November. 

The only chance for the party would be for the 
President to step aside, or failing that, for the 
Democratic convention to supplant him with an- 
other candidate. 


That’s the way it looks from here. 
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Cracking the Tin Cartel 

One provision of the European Recovery Pro- 
gram requires that participating nations give the 
United States a fair share of strategic materials 
for stockpiling. Probably as a result of this pro- 
vision, the British-protected Federation of Malay 
States has repealed its 40-year-old special ex- 
pert duty on tin ore destined for smelters out- 
side the British Empire. 

This action should materially increase tin pro- 
duction at the large war-built tin smelter at 
Texas City, Tex. This smelter has never 
achieved anything approaching full produc- 
tion because it has been compelled to rely 
on low-grade Bolivian tin ore. With high grade 
Malayan ore to mix with Bolivian ore, Texas 
City should now produce enough tin to add ma- 
terially to the languishing stockpile. 

This is the first real break in the ancient and 
airtight British-Dutch monopoly of Indonesian 
tin. Washington should consider this an enter- 
ing wedge to be used in trying to break the tin 
cartel entirely. If smelted tin were shorn of 
cartel restrictions, it would be much more im- 
portant than the removal of the export duty on 
ore. And it might very well increase tin con- 
sumption more than enough to make up to 
Britain and The Netherlands for lower prices. 
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Mr. Crump Proposes 

If there is one thing Boss Crump of Memphis 
likes doing, it’s proposing that either he or Edi- 
tor Meeman of the Press-Scimitar leave town 
Which of them, he has it carefully figured out 
in advance. 

It conjures up a pretty picture of the anti- 
Crump editor being cast off into the outer dark- 
ness which, as any Memphian knows, surrounds 
the city limits. It suggests that Mr. Crump may 
possess the power without which any boss’ char- 
acter is less than complete—the power to say 
to his enemy go, and he goeth. 

The Memphis boss’ current mention of the 
idea is part of his fight on Representative Ke- 
fauver, who is running for the Senate. He says 
Mr. Kefauver has voted too often the same 
way as Representative Marcantonio, that he op- 
poses the filibuster, and that his record against 
Communism is bad. He proposes that if he is 
right in these accusations, Mr. Meeman leave 
town, and if wrong Mr. Crump will leave. 

The nub of the matter does not seem to be 
whether Mr. Crump is right or wrong, but 
whether, wrong or right, he has said anything. 
Mr, Kefauver can properly be criticized as hav- 
ing voted well or badly, but it is neither to his 
credit nor his discredit if Mr. Marcantonio voted 


the same way. As for the filibuster, it is an 
evil, and many fine members of Congress in ad- 
dition to Mr. Kefauver recognize it as such. 
Finally, Mr. Kefauver’s record of Americanism 
is at least as good as Mr. Crump’s, and many, 
including this newspaper, consider it better. 

Mr. Crump, however, has no more intention 
of leaving Memphis than he has of giving the 
opposition an even break. And as long as the 
boss is there, it is good that the editor of the 
Press-Scimitar is there also, fighting against 
bossism, and fighting for the return of the) peo- 
ple’s government to the people. 
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Why Not Break the Blockade? 


The United States has two courses in carrying 
out its commitment to occupy, under four-power 
agreement, its sector in Berlin, now under Rus- 
sian blockade. 

The first course is the one this country is now 
pursuing. This is to attempt to overcome the 
Red blockade by flying in food, fuel, materials 
and other supplies. This requires hundreds of 
planes every 24 hours, day in and day out. 

The second course is to serve notice on the 
Russians that at a specified time the United 
States is going to resume transportation on rail- 
roads and highways as provided by four-power 
agreement. This announcement would be fol- 
lowed by resolute resumption of transportation 
at the time specified. 

Sooner or later the stopgap course now being 
followed must of necessity give way to the sec- 
ond. If this change is coming eventually, then 
it will gain us more in respect among the Rus- 
sians as well as the Germans to make it now. 

Writing from Berlin, the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, Richard L. Stokes, discloses that 
American, British and French planes together 
are transporting only about half the minimum 
food tonnage. Were it not for a two months’ 
stockpile, the flying program, brave and in- 
spiriting though it is, would already have been 
defeated. 

Thus, air transportation is not keeping up 
with requirements even at a time when flying 
conditions have been-on the whole very good. 
Many days of the year planes are unable to 
leave airports in Western Germany. Many other 
days, planes could not safely land in Berlin. 

If this blockade runs much longer, it will 
cause further ravages of Berlin’s people by dis- 
ease. For as Mr. Stokes showed, the death rate 
has been almost doubled. Vitality of the popu- 
lation is at its lowest since V-E day. In 1945, 
there were 1053 new cases of tuberculosis a 
month. This year there are 2387 new cases a 
month—more than twice as many. Other diseases 
are spreading by leaps and bounds. 

Just three years ago, American occupation 
forces went into Berlin to take up their duties 
Because the international city was deep in the 
Russian zone, the United States, Britain and 
France all were granted rail, highway and air 
rights over Russian-occupied territory. In short, 
there is just as much authority for us to run 
trains and trucks which can carry adequate food 
and other supplies as for us to fly planes which 
are neither adequate nor dependable. 

Every indication is that the Russian game, at 
this stage at least, is one of bluff. They want 
us out of Berlin and they are going to make it 
as continuously unpleasant and inconvenient as 
they think they can get by with. The more 
they are able to embarrass us in the eyes of the 
Germans, the better propaganda it is for the 
Communists. 

Our one safest, best course in such a situation 
is to be strong and resolute. We cannot be either 
unless we insist on full respect for our rights. 

It is all to the good to agree to another four- 
power talk. It is in order to demand a lifting of 
the blockade, with notes through diplomatic 
channels. But it is time to do more. It is time 
to call the Russian hand. It is time to serve 
notice that supply trains are going to Berlin,

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Shadow Over the County 

A sinister shadow hang Louis County 
in the disclosure that federal tax fees have been 
paid on at Jeast 21 slot machines in the county 
and that others are operating without paying 
the tax. Slot machines usually appear where 
big-time gamblers and gangsters are in alliance 
with public officials. The result is wide-open 
gambling traffic and other organized vice, with 
the constant threat of bloody gang warfare. 

Even after this newspaper published the fact 
that seven machines did a brisk business at 
Sunset Country Club over the July 4 weekend, 
Sheriff Arthur CG, —— said that, “as far as I 
know, there are no machines in St. Louis coun- 
tv.” Then the Post-Dispatch published the 
mames and addresses of the persons who paid 
the federal taxes on slot machines, whereupon 
Mosley said that he has. had the same list all 
along and has kept up a watch to make sure 
that they were not used. Yet it is only now that 
his deputies are beginning to hunt them out and 
pick them up. 

At this stage, the machines are mostly placed 
in secret rooms, like the prohibition-day speak- 
easies. Unless Mosley becomes more diligent 
than he has seemed so far, however, they will 
creep out of hiding and new ones will come in 
to join them. The situation has already reached 
the point where there is a rumor among Sunset 
members that a gambling syndicate promised 
their club protection from interference by the 
sheriff or the district constable. 

Sirice the character of law enforcement is in 
question, the job falls to the next county grand 
jury to probe the salient facts and initiate pro- 
ceedings against the offenders. If county resi- 
dents need any spur to rid themselves of the or- 
ganized gambling menace, they need only look 
to the East Side and other communities where 
vice and complaisant officials have held sway. 
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Next in Congress Reform 

Representative Cannon is right in saving that 
the act reforming Congress hasn't accomplished 
enough. His proposal, however, is to correct the 
partial inadequacy by making it total. 

It is untrue that nothing has been accom- 
plished, as Mr. Cannon claims. The very reduc- 
tion in committees of which he complains is one 
of the foremost accomplishments. Others are the 
staffing of committees with technical specialists. 
and the expansion of the Legislative Reference 
Service of the Library of Congress. 

Congress now needs to make it possible for 
the legislature to formulate a national budget. 
This provision in the reform act has broken 
down, as Mr. Cannon says. Other further meas- 
ures which should be taken would end the 
seniority rule and the filibuster and loosen the 
House Rules Committee's strangie-hold on bills 

The way to go from here is forward, not 
backward. It is the way, not only to provide the 
additional reforms that are needed, but also to 
preserve the existing reforms from backward- 
looking persons like Mr. Cannon.

Criticism of Procedure. 

Export licensing procedures 
have been criticized by several 
congressional committees. 

The Senate small business com- 
- mittee held extensive hearings 
this spring on the forgery of ex- 
port licenses in New York. A spe- 
cial Senate committee also has 
begun a broad investigation of 
the export control program. 

Bell: said the new regulations, 
which will be mailed to exporters 
and their agents tomorrow, aim 
at establishing “a code of ethical 
standards” for exporters and their 
agents and at spelling out clear 
definitions of unlawful practices. 

Penalty Provisions. 

Nathan Ostroff, counsel for the 
International Trade Office, said 
violators will be liable to $10,000 
fines and two-year jail sentences 
under the export control law. Also, 
he said, their illegal shipments 
can be confiscated under the cus- 
toms regulations and they may 
be barred from further licensing, 
which in effect would put them 
out of business. 

The new regulations will bar 
any person from representing an 
exporter who: 

1. Attempts to influente any 
action of the International Trade 
Office, customs or postoffice of- | 
ficials by gifts or bribes or any | 
other means. 

2. Claims special influence | 
over International Trade Office 
employes and solicits business on 
that basis. 

3. Charges a fee that depends 
entirely on the granting of an 
export license.

the first witness called at today’s | 
session. The hearings started yes- | 
terday with a tumultuous ses- | 
sion in which three union leaders 
refused to answer when asked if 
| they were Communists. 
| Representative Charles J. Ker- 
\sten (Rep.), Wisconsin, subcom- 
mittee chairman, asked Paley 
whether he was one of a group 
of CIO union officers who hailed 
the Daily Worker on its twentieth 
anniversary in January 1944. 

Advice From Counsel. 

Samuel A. Neuberger, counsel 
for some of the witnesses, advised 
Paley that he had a right to pro- 
tection under the First and Fifth 
Amendments to the Constitution 
He said the Daily Worker “is al- 
leged to be the official organ of 
the Communist party.” 

When Kersten put the question | 
for the third time, Paley said: 
“You're not interested in me per- 
sonally—you never heard of me.” 

“Please remove this man from 
the courtroom,” Kersten broke in. 

As marshals gathered around 
the witness and escorted him into . 
an adjacent room, Neuberger pro- 
tested that Paley was “being in- 
carcerated illegally by this com- 
mittee.” 

Kersten replied that “he was ex- 
cused for the reason that his re- trad 
plies were evasive.” Kersten said M PER 
| Paley was excused until] this after- ARKey 
noon only, under orders to produce 
records of the local's receipts and 
disbursements from May 1, 1947 to 
June 30, 1948, along with minutes 
of the union’s general council 
meetings. 
| Another Dismissed. 

Later another union officer was 
dismissed from the witness stand. 

Samuel Lewis, business man- 
ager of Local 3, CIO, Retail, 
|Wholesale and Department Store 
Union of Ame ‘ca, was dismissed | 
after he protested that a question 
as to whether he was a Commu- 
nist was a political one and an in- 
fringement on his constitutional 
rights. 

When Lewis refused to answer 
the question, Representative Fred 
A. Hartley Jr., (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, chairman of the full House 
committee, moved to dismiss the 
witness. Marshals ushered Lewis 
out as he cried, “Don’t push me 
around.” and “Take your hands 
off me.”

STEELVILLE, Mo., July &. 


AR-BUFFETED but not beat- 
W= in Japan and England, the 

Rev. Charles Boyd Kelway 
Argall and his wife have found a 
haven of peace in America and 
are happy. Here in Steelville, with 
their old life in ruins, aged but not 
dismayed, they are making a new 
start and looking hopefully for- 
ward, expecting to end their days 
in the new home that shelters 
them and the new land that has 
made them welcome. They are 
content and feel at home because 
Steelville is placid and friendly, 
like the English villages that they 
knew in Cornwall and Keat be- 
fore the wars came. Their hearts 
are warmed by the “howdys” that 
their neighbors speak and the un- 
affected cordiality with which 
they, coming as strangers, have 
been accepted as friends. 

It was a coincidence that when 
with a 
pharmacist’s diploMa in his pocket, 
set out from Cornwall to make 
his fortune in Japan, the young 
woman who was to be his wife 
sailed on another ship from Kent 
for the same destination to be a 
missionary. They met in 1908 ata 
church service in Kobe and be- 
came friends and in 1912 they were 
married, Both taught English in 
Japanese schools. Argall in time 
established himself as the owner 
of a drug store and laboratory 
and engaged in the manufacture 
of chemicals. 

In 1939 the Argalls, who had 
taken only short trips in the more 
than 33 years that they had been 
in Japan, decided that they were 
due for a real holiday. The prop- 
erty and business were placed in 
other hands and they left for Eng- 
land with the expectation of re- 
maining there six months. They 
reached England in April. In 
September World War II started 
and they couldn’t return. The 
property was seized. That was the 
end of the fortune that Argall 
expected to make when he went 
there in 1905. 

Worries over what was happen- 
ing in Japan were overshadowed 
by the perils of their position in 
England, for it was to Harwich 
borough on the North Sea coast 
that they had come to spend their 
vacation, and there they remained, 
A naval base near by made it a 
natural point of attack. Scarcely a 
night passed without an alert. 
From first to last upward of 2000 
bombs were dropped on the area, 
but less than 20 hit vital spots. 
Because of the nearness of Hol- 
lang and Belgium an invasion was 
expected. ll the children and 
most of the old and infirm per- 
sons were evacuated. Toward the 
last pilotless planes, called “buzz- 
bombs,” and “doodlebugs,” each 
carrying a ton of high explosives 
in its warhead, were brought over 
on the backs of planes from Hol-

REATER than the worry over 
t hard-earned possessions and 

the perils that came, air-borne, 
from across the sea, was the agxi- 
ety of the minister and his wife 
over what might be happening to 
their daughter, Phyliis, left behind 
in Japan, and the greater anxiety 
when they came to know what 
had happened to her, for in De- 
cember, 1941, she was arrested on 
the charge of revealing, as manag- 
ing editor of the English language 
Japan News-Week, information 
detrimental to Japan. For six 
months she was held in jail and 
was on the point of being sen- 
tenceq to 18 months at hard la- 
bor in a prison camp when she 
was released under an exchange 
arrangement between the United 
States and Japan 3eeause she 
was born in Canada she went to 
Montreal after landing Jrom the 
Gripsholm and there was married 
to Walter Wills, who had been 
publisher of the Japan News- 
Week, and entered the United 
States under a permanent visa, 
coming with her husband to St. 


Louis, where Wills became a ra- 
dio writer. 


Less than a year ago Wills 
bought the Steelville Ledger and 
when they were settled they urged 
the Argalls to come across and 
spend their remaining days in the 
peace and quiet of the Ozarks 
town. Because they had not seen 
their daughter since they left 
Japan in 1939 and had never seen 
the grandson who had been born 
here, they accepted the invitation 
with joy, crossed on the Queen 

lizabeth, landing on May 29, and 
were met at St. Louis by their 
daughter and grandson, William 
Joseph, better known as Bill. Here 
in Steelville an apartment awaited 
them and they quickly settled into 
the American way of life, secure 
in the possession of an indefinite 
visa. 

Of Japan and England Argall, 
an accredited minister of the Fel- 
lowship of Independent Evangelical 
Churches in England, can speak 
freely now and with knowledge 
As to Japan, he thinks that the 
great danger is that there will be 
a swing to Communism after the 
occupation forces withdraw His 
information is that Communism is 
growing rapidly, especially in the 
country regions. The Japs, he 
SAYS, are always receptive to new 
ideas and to them Communism is 
a new idea. Their receptiveness 
and imitativeness have been the 
reasons for their rise and for their 


fall. The jingoes were a minority 
but they were able to swing the 
masses of the people. Now a 
strong minority could swing them 
to Communism. 

“When we pull out,” Argall said, 
“Anything can happen. Japan 
will be strong again. And as you 
know, it would be greatly to the 
advantage of Russia to have it 
Communistic.” 

In England, too, anything can 
happen and the menace of Com- 
munism is there too, because the 
minister thinks that if the So- 
cialist administration fails the 
country may swing to Commu- 
nism. The Socialists, he thinks, 
are in danger of failing because 
in running the country they have 
relied more on legislation than ad- 
ministration, and the country’s 
great need is efficient administra- 
tion.

FFORTS to increase produc- 

tion have been frustrated by 

the slowing down practices en- 
couraged by the Labor party in 
the past, as a result of which it 
is now impossible to get men to 
work hard and prices are con- 
tinuing to go up. 

He can see nothing but serious 
trouble and disaster ahead, with 
great uncertainty as to what may 
happen at the next election in 
1950. His guess is that if the 
Socialists continue in power it will 
be by a close decision which will 
force them to be more carefu! 
The last time they went in by a 
tremendous majority and _ ran 
wild. He thinks it is improbable 
that there will be any upset before 
that. 

The success of the Socialists at 
the last election Argall attributes 
to the returning soldiers to whom 
large promises had been made 
that could not be carried out and 
in their disappointment’ they 
swung to the Socialists. 

The change to socialism Argall 
thinks, was too soon and sweep- 
ing. He believes that whatever 
may be said for the socialization 
of industry, the time has not come 
for general socialism. 

At the moment the Argalls are 
not worrying too much about 
what may happen in Japan or 
England. They are fully occupied 
with getting better acquainted 
with the Americans among whom 
they have come to live. Here in 
Steelville they have found warmth 
and friendliness and helpfulness, 
which is what they expected, for 
they knew that rural people are 
much the same everywhere. Here 
they will stay because there is 
nothing for them to go back to 
in England.

A Physician 
Discusses 
Migraine 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


IGRAINE is a condition that 
M is characterized by periodic 

headaches which are associ- 
ated with disturbances of vision, 
the gastro-intestinal tract, and in 
the emotions Mi- 
graine is frequently referred to as 
a “sick headache.” In migraine, 
the pain (headache) is intense, 
and is often incapacitating and 
frequently occurs on only one side 
of the head. 


The headache is often accom- 
panied by flashes of light or spots 
before the eyes or dimness of 
vision. The mental] depression or 
confusion often seems to be out 
of proportion to the severity of 
the headache. Nausea and vomit- 
ing are frequently part of the 
attack. 


Attacks of migraine may last 
from a few hours to several days, 
and the attacks are more com- 
mon in early life and tend to di- 
minish as the patient grows older. 

The cause of migraine remains 
a mystery. There appears to be 
some hereditary tendency towards 
the disease. There are many fac- 
tors about the disease to suggest 
that it may be an allergic mani- 
festation. Women have migraine 
more often than men and many 
of the people who suffer from it 
are the nervous, high-strung type 
of individual,

There is no specific cure for mi- 
Rraine. Many drugs are used and 
sometimes the medicine which 
helps one patient offers no relief 
to the next. The treatment in 
each case has to be individualized 
and often many things have to be 
tried before any relief can be 
found.

New Long-Playing Phonograph Records 


NEW long-playing record has 
Ans been put on the market by 

Columbia Records, Inc. The 
record, described as the “non- 
breakable LP Microgroove,” was 
demonstrated for the benefit of 20 
or more interested persons a few 
days ago at the Artophone Co., 
which represents Columbia in St. 
Louis. As claimed in the advance 
publicity, the newly processed rec- 
ord did indeed play at the rate of 
22% minutes for each side, making 
a total playing time of 45 minutes 
for the average 12-inch disc. Eight 
minutes is now the average play- 
ing time. 

Without going into the acousti- 
cal advantages which the new LP 
Microgroove is supposed to have 
over those now on the market, it 
can be seen immediately that this 
is an innovation which will affect 
everybody who owns a phono- 
graph. . Those with a preference 
for music that runs over four min- 
utes—symphony and opera fans, 
to be plain—have long resented 
the fact that music could not be 
reproduced as written The rec- 
ord changer saved them from the 
necessity of leaving thelr 
every four minutes, but the per
